1. ACCESSIBLE EQUIPMEMT/FACILITIES 

The Town of Bradford West Gwill imbury through its Department of Leisure Services recently opened a new Leisure Centre 
thal meets all of the requirements required by the Ontario Building Code (OBC) and the Accessibility for Ontarians with 
Disabilities Act (AODA). The centre includes a number of pieces of equipment to improve accessibility including; automatic 
doors, wide hallways, grab bars, elevator and 360 degree turning radius to accommodate wheelchairs in restroom areas, 

AQUATIC CENTRE 

The Bradford Lions Aquatic Centre includes three swimming tanks; an 8-lane. 25 metre lap pool, a leisure pool and a warm 
water relaxation pool . The leisure pool is heated to approximately B6F and the relaxation pool lo approximately 90F, which 
can accommodate those wilh muscular, circulatory or neurological impairment requiring warmer temperatures. For persons 
with disabilities, swimming is an opportunity to feel freedom through weightlessness. The aquatic centre also includes 
ramp entry into the leisure pool and chair lift entry to both the lap pool and the relaxation pool. A water wheelchair is 
available for clients to use between the change room and Ihe pool itself. The family change room also includes a Hoyer 
lift and an adult change table to assist persons requiring transfer. For additional information please contact the Aquatic 
Supervisor, 

FITNESS CENTRE 

The Fitness Centre includes a walking track, cardie theatre area, strength training room and a fitness studio. Certain 
pieces of equipment are modifiable to be appropriately aligned for clients who use a wheelchair, or who have a support 
worker providing assistance. For additional information please contact Ihe Fitness Supervisor. 

2, INCLUSION SERVICES 

The Town of Bradford West Gwlllimbury promotes and encourages people with disabilities (physical, emotional, 
behavioural, developmental/intellectual, and medical)' to participate in a wide variety of activities offered by the 
Department of Leisure Services. The objective is to facilitate meaningful participation of people of varying abilities in the 
community activities of his/her choice. Inclusion services are offered so that participants wilh disabilities may choose to 
join general programs for tie mutual benefit of experiencing recreational interests together with other participants. 

ASSESSING A PARTICIPANTS NEED FOR SUPPORT 

A participant requires extra support if any of the following apply: 

a) extra support is required at school in the classroom. 

b) a physical, medical, developmental and/or learning disability exists that affects the safety of Ihe participant or that of 
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Accessibility 


ONE TO ONE INCLUSION SUPPORT 

The Department of Leisure Services employs staff for the summer period to work specifically as one-to-one inclusion 
support staff with children who have a special need and/or a disability. The determination of the need for one-to-one 
support is typically through a consultation process via an agency such as Simcoe Community Services, Catulpa 
Community Support Services or Respite Services. To utilize this service via an agency, families can make contact 
via the websites listed below:

MEDICAL NEEDS/MEDICATIONS 

Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury staff do not provide any ongoing medical interventions, support therapies (ie. 
Injections, g-tube feeding, administering medication etc.). Strategies and accommodation as applicable and 
appropriate to the program environment will be supported 

AGE EXEMPTIONS 

Participants must fall within the age guidelines provided. Consideration will be given for individuals with defined needs 
who are closely within the advertised age to participate in the program where developmentally appropriate. Please 
contact the specific supervisor identified on the previous page to discuss an exemption prior to registration. 

SUPPORT WORKER/MEDIATOR CARDS 

Individuals in need of support to participate in a drop in program (i.e. Leisure/lane swim, fitness centre, track, weight 
room, gymnasium activities) attend with a mediator/support worker to assist him/her. If the mediator’s sole purpose 
for attending is to support and integrate an individual with special needs, access for the mediator is free. For regular 
customers attending with a mediator, a mediator card can be obtained free of charge. Just present the card upon 
arrival and the mediator will enter at no charge. Please contact the specific supervisor to discuss eligibility for a 
mediator card (the submission of a completed profile form is required; forms available at the customer service desk). 
The mediator must be within arm's reach and only 1 mediator pass per person unless a special request is made and 
approved by the supervisor. 

REGISTRATION FOR DEPARTMENT PROGRAMS - WITH INCLUSION SUPPORT 

Once families have made the connection with one of the agencies, the agency will make contact with the specific 
supervisor (Aquatics Supervisor for aquatics camps, or the Recreation Coordinator for day camps) to coordinate 
registration and specific needs requirements. A participant profile form will need to be completed for all clients 
accessing this service (this information will be shared with instructional staff only). The one-to-one support staff service 
is a limited resource, and is available on a first come first served basis and is available for a maximum of one week 
per child at the designated camp (families may provide their own one-to-one support person, however, please contact 
the specific supervisor for further details on this option, as certification requirements including lifeguard certificate, 
first aid and CPR certification and a recently completed vulnerable sector clearance would be required). Please be 
advised that registration spots cannot be held over the telephone. The above process needs to be followed in all 
cases. Families not disclosing the needs of a participant prior to registration may be required to withdraw from the 
program. Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury refund policy will apply. 

3. ADAPTED PROGRAMS 

Specialized instructional programs are available in Aquatics that promote the dignity, independence and potential of 
persons with disabilities. The special needs swim lessons meet the swimming requirements of individuals with 
identified special needs. All participants are required to complete a medical form prior to his/her first lesson. 

The form can be accessed through the customer service desk at the Leisure Centre or online at www.bwgieisurecentre.ca 
For additional information please contact the Aquatics Supervisor. 

4. FEE ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury supports that municipal leisure opportunities should be available to all 
residents. Bradford West Gwillimbury residents experiencing financial difficulty due to low income may request fee 
assistance for membership to the BWG Leisure Centre. An application for assistance must be submitted. 

Criteria for eligibility includes; annual income based upon Statistics Canada Low Income Cut Off (LICO) table; 
households that meet the criteria would be eligible for a reduction of the fitness membership fee at the BWG Leisure 
Centre. A 50% subsidy is available (plus HST) for annual or monthly 
memberships (maximum of 12 months), or an annual or 
10 Pass Aquatic Pass (maximum 12 months).

• The centre ice area is reserved for parents with small children who are learning to skate. All other skaters must stay clear of this area. 

• Any general horseplay including play fighting or deliberate interference with other skaters will result in the patron being asked to leave the area immediately. 

• Leisure Services Staff will be available on site to enforce these rules and ensure a safe skating environment for all patrons.The Leisure Services staff have the authority from 
the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury to have any person(s) not abiding by these rules removed from the facility.

All membership applications include the completion of the Physical Activity Readiness Questionnaire-Plus (PAR-Q+). 


Doctor's consent may be required if current medical conditions are not cleared by a CEP. Doctor’s consent is also required 
for pregnant women (i.e. PARmed-X for Pregnancy form).

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Program Descriptions - Child & Youth 



SWIM KIDS LEVEL 1 

Swimmers receive an orientation to water and the pool 
area and work on floats, glides and kicking. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 2 

Swimmers work on the front swim (5m) and the use of a 
PFD. Fitness activities include a 10m distance swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 3 

This level provides an introduction to diving. Endurance 
is achieved in the flutter kick and a 15-metre swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 4 

This level introduces front crawl and back swim with 
shoulder roll. Endurance is built through a 25m swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 5 

This level introduces the back crawl (15m), whip kick on 
the back, and treading water. Front crawl increases to 
15m. Endurance is developed through a 50m swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 6 

This level refines front crawl (25m), back crawl (25m), 
and introduces elementary backstroke (15m). Endurance 
is built through dolphin kick and a 75m swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 7 

This level builds skills and endurance for the front crawl 
(50m), back crawl (50m), and elementary backstroke 
(25m), and introduces whip kick on the front. Swimming 
endurance is increased to a 150m swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 8 

This level is an introduction to breast stroke (15m). 
Endurance is built on a 300m swim. Front crawl and 
back crawl distances are increased to 75m each. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 9 

This level refines the front crawl (100m), back crawl 
(100m), elementary back stroke (50m), and breast stroke 
(25m), and encourages swimmers to combine different 
kicks for fitness (3 mins). Endurance is built through a 
400m swim. 

SWIM KIDS LEVEL 10 

This level is a final assessment of the strokes for 
technique and distance (front crawl 100m, back crawl 
100m, elementary back stroke 50m, breast stroke 
50m and sidestroke 25m). Endurance is built using the 
dolphin kick (vertical) and a 500m swim. 



ROOKIE PATROL 

Swimmers continue stroke development. Lifesaving 
sport skills includes 25 m obstacle swim and 15 m object 
carry. Fitness improves in a 100 m timed swim. 

RANGER PATROL 

Lifesaving sport skills include a lifesaving medley and 
timed object support. First aid focuses on assessment of 
unconscious victims and obstructed airway procedures. 

STAR PATROL 

Swimmers are challenged with 600 m workouts, 300 m 
timed swims, and a 25 m object carry. Lifesaving skills 
include defence methods and victim removals. 

BRONZE STAR 

Excellent preparation for success in Bronze Medallion. 
Candidates learn CPR and develop lifesaving skills. 
Includes a timed 400 m swim. Prerequisites: Rookie, 
Ranger or Star Patrol level experience recommended.

Did You Know...? 

• There are over 100 acres of parks and open spaces to be enjoyed year round in Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

• Park features; from play areas, sport courts with basketball and winter skating facilities; play structures, ball diamonds, 
soccer pitches, tennis courts and plenty of benches on which to relax and watch the fun. 

• All playgrounds are inspected regularly as per Canadian Safety Association (CSA) legislation. Residents are reminded 
to perform their own “walkabout” of the playground area prior to allowing children on any equipment or play structure. 

• You are welcome to bring your dog(s) to any of the parks, however, they must be leashed at all times and all litter picked 
up as per the Town’s Stoop and Scoop By-law. 

• Leave the car and take a walk at a number of locations in and around town that include woodlots and lots of wildlife. 


Park Regulations 

Your co-operation in following the posted rules that have been established to maintain the parks is appreciated. 

1 . Town By-law requires that dog owner clean up after their dog within Town limits. 

2. Dogs must be kept leashed in all public areas, including parks. 

3. Motorized vehicles other than authorized vehicles are not permitted in the parks. This includes snowmobiles, 
motorbikes or automobiles. Irresponsible vehicle users can do tremendous damage to the parks and natural areas. 

4. For the safety of all park users, golfing is not permitted in Town parks. 

5. Alcoholic beverages are also NOT permitted in Town parks.

As part of an ongoing policy for the maintenance and protection of the Towns' infrastructure, the Wastewater 
division of the Engineering Department will be conducting sewer cleaning and inspection on a two year rotating 
cycle. 

The Town would like to take this opportunity to thank the residents for their cooperation during this operation. 
There exists the possibility of some minor disruptions and disturbances during the cleaning process. Firstly the 
vehicle that performs this work can be slightly noisy so it may require residents to close windows until the vehicle 
moves on. Secondly, although the operators are highly trained and skilled there exists the potential of creating 
"blow back" in the sewer. This condition could cause water to drawn out of and push back into your drains and 
toilets causing spillage. The Town would ask that residents close their toilet lids and secure them where possible. 
This condition is rare but has happened in the past so it is our duty to inform you and ask you to take these 
precautions. The cleaning will take approximately 20 minutes per section so any inconvenience should be of a 
minimal duration. 

Should you have any question or concerns please call Mark Del Brocco, Wastewater Collection System Supervisor, 
905-775-3252. We ask that you refrain from talking directly with the operators as this machinery is normally being 
operated in traffic and is potentially dangerous. We would ask that you use extreme cautian when driving through 
the work areas.

When are Property Taxes Due: 

Every year, The Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury issues an Interim and Final Tax Billing with two 
instalments per billing.

Industrial & Multi-residential tax classes 
Supplementary Property Tax Billings are issued for New Building Construction, Additions or Renovations 
and for Property Class Changes. Supplementary Tax Bills are in addition to your regular tax bills and are 
issued after the final billings have been issued. 

Property Taxes are Payable by any of the Following Methods 

• Pay automatically by enrolling in one of the Town's three convenient Pre-Authorized Payment Plans; 
please visit the Town's website for more details. 

• At all Chartered Banks through your mortgage, personal teller service, telephone or internet banking 
(use 8-digit account number as reference). Please note that any related banking fees are the 
responsibility of the taxpayer. 

• By mailing a cheque (current or postdated) with the attach tax stub(s), if you require a receipt please 
return your bill with a self-addressed, stamped envelope. 

• In person at the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury Finance Office at 61 Flolland Street East, Bradford 
between 8:30 am & 4:30 pm. Monday to Friday for cheque (current or postdated), cash and debit card 
payments.There is also a drop box available after hours at this location for cheque payments. Please do 
not leave cash payments in the drop box. 

• By VISA, MasterCard, Discover or American Express Payment. For details visit the Town's website at www. 
townofbwg.com and select "Property Taxes" under A - Z Services and then click on the E-Pay button. 

A convenience fee will apply. 

Note: If you pay through your bank or via mail, please allow sufficient time for your payment to reach 
our office to avoid the late payment charges. 

Penalty and Interest for Late Payment of Property Taxes 

Note: It is your responsibility to ensure that your payment is received on time. 

Penalty and interest, at the rate of 1.25% per month will be added to each instalment of taxes past due 
on the first day of the each calendar month until paid in full. 

Late payment charges are levied by Council By-Law under the authority of the Municipal Act and cannot 
be waived or reduced by Municipal Staff. Failure to receive a tax bill does not excuse the property owner 
from responsibility for payment, nor relieve him/her from liability of penalty for late payment.

Property Tax Receipt 

If you require a receipt, please bring your final tax bill to the Finance Department located at 61 Holland 
Street East, Bradford after the September tax instalment has cleared your bank account and your tax bill 
will be stamped paid in full. 

If you do not have your final tax bill, a copy of your tax account payment history can be printed for a fee 
of $10.00. You must attend the Finance Department in person and photo id is required for verification of 
ownership. 

Change of Home Ownership 

It is the property tax department's responsibility to mail the tax bill to the property owner on record as of 
the date the tax bills are issued. When you purchase a home please check with your lawyer or the tax 
office to confirm when the next property tax payment is due. You may not receive a notice from us until 
an instalment becomes past due and penalty and interest charges could incur. Penalty and Interest 
charges will apply regardless of any change in ownership.The Statement of Adjustments prepared by 
the lawyer will set out the tax obligation of the vendor and the purchaser. 

Ontario Senior Homeowners' Property Tax Grant (OSHPTG) 

This grant is intended to help offset the property taxes for seniors who own their own home and who 
have low to moderate incomes.This program is administered by Canada Revenue Agency. For 2009, 
the maximum grant is $250. For 2010 and later years, the maximum grant will be $500. Enquiries can be 
made to the Canada Revenue Agency at 1-800-959-8281 (service in English) or 1-800-959-7383 (service 
in French). 

Commercial & Industrial Vacancy Rebate Application Deadline 

To be eligible for a rebate the entire commercial or industrial building or a suite or unit within the 
commercial building must be vacant for at least 90 consecutive days.The assessment on the building 
or unit being claimed must be in the fully taxable commercial or industrial tax class. The applications will 
be verified to ensure they meet all the criteria set forth in the application. 

The deadline for submitting applications is February 28 of the year following the taxation year to which 
the application relates. An Interim application may be submitted by July 31 of any year with respect to 
the period January 1 - June 30 of that year. 

Applications are available at the Finance Department located at 61 Holland Street East, Bradford or 
bydownloading the application from the Town's website at www.townofbwg.com. 

Eligible Charities Rebate 

Payments to eligible charities will be made in accordance with the County of Simcoe By-law No. 6104. 
The eligible charity's property must reside within the commercial and industrial property class. An 
eligible charity which has a registration number issued by the Canada Customs and Revenue Agency 
under Section 248(1) of the Income Tax Act, must submit an application to the lower-tier municipality in 
which the eligible charity resides, after January 1 of the year and no later than the last day of February 
of the following year. Applications are available at the Finance Department located at 61 Holland Street 
East, Bradford. 

Newly Constructed Homes 

Owners of newly constructed homes may receive a tax bill for the value of the vacant lot only, until 
the home is assessed. Once the house is assessed, you will receive a supplementary/omitted tax bill 
for the taxes on the value of your home. This process may take up to 3 years and the taxes due will be 
retroactive to your date of occupancy. For an estimate of your annual taxes, multiply the purchase price 
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Finance 


of your home by the current tax rate (2015 tax rate was 0.01119161) or contact the Finance Department 
at 905-775-5303. 

Curbside Waste and Recycling 

The County will be offering all the residents of the County the same level of service for curbside 
collection of Waste, Organics, Blue Box and Yard Waste.The cost for this service will be collected through 
the County general tax levy.

NOTE ON WATER CONSUMPTION AND DISCHARGE 

Customers are financially responsible for all water that passes through the water meter whether used or 
wasted.

CHANGES TO BILL RESPONSIBILITY 

Why did PowerStream stop handling water billing for the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury? 

The Town chose not to renew its contract with PowerStream due to rising costs through PowerStream 
and uncertainty about whether PowerStream's software would be compatible with the Town's new 
Automated Meter Reading (AMR) technology. 

Why is the billing being done directly by the Town? 

The billing is being done in house so that the Town is in greater control of water and wastewater 
revenues, and so that we can provide high quality, direct and timely customer service to our nearly 
9,000 utility customers. The Town is also able to offer longer payment terms, giving customers more time 
to pay their bill.

PAYMENT METHODS 

Can I pay this using my own banks online or telephone banking system? 

Yes, the Town has the following financial institutions ready to provide service through their online 
banking system: CIBC, President's Choice Financial, RBC, Scotiabank, BMO.TD Canada Trust, Laurentian 
Bank, Desjardins, National Bank and HSBC, Meridian Credit Union, DUCA Credit Union, Central 1 Credit 
Union and TelPay.To find the bill on the list of payees on your financial institution's system, search for 
"Bradford" and then BE SURE to select water/wastewater utility bill rather than property taxes or any other 
company that may have the word Bradford in its name. If you are unsure, contact your bank to clarify 
which recipient to choose.You can also pay through these registered financial institutions by taking your 
bill to their teller counter or automated teller.

Who do I call if I have problems setting this up? 

If your financial institution is not on this list or you are unable to find the Town of BWG water/wastewater 
as a payee on their online or telephone banking system, please advise the Town. We will contact your 
financial institution's customer service department to see if they are willing to accept payments on 
behalf of the Town.Technical difficulties using your financial institutions online or telephone banking 
system should be directed to their customer service department. 

How do I register for paperless billing? 

Visit www.townofbwg.com to register for eCommerce with the Town. An instruction guide is provided 
on our website with details on how to add your account. Once registered, you will receive an e-mail 
notification each time a new bill is available for viewing online. If your paper bill has already been 
produced before you register an account, paperless billing will begin with the next bill after that. 

If you change your mind and wish to receive paper bills again, you can remove the account from 
eCommerce. 

If my financial institution isn't set up for online payment for this bill, can I still pay it online? 

You can use the ePay system to pay your bill online with a credit card once you have registered the 
account for eCommerce. Then if you wish you can make online payments using your VISA, MasterCard, 
American Express, Discover Card or PayPal.This is a third-party service, and a fee of 3% of the total 
amount plus $0.35 per transaction is collected by the provider of the service, eCommerce. 

Is the ePay system secure? 

ePay is part of the eCommerce system provided to the Town by the third party provider United Systems 
Technology, Inc., who supplies eCommerce solutions for many municipalities.The system employs a 
basic, secure interface for viewing and paying your accounts with the Town. For more details on the 
eCommerce system, visit www.townofbwg.com. Please ONLY access the site via the Town's official 
website to ensure you are on the secure server. 

Can I sign up for Pre-Authorized Debit payments? 

Yes. You can visit our website to download a printable form, contact our office to have the form emailed 
to you directly or visit our office in person. Return the completed form to the town with a VOID cheque. 
Payments will then be automatically withdrawn from your bank account on the "Pre-Authorized 
Payment" date noted on the stub of your utility bill. 

What forms of payment do you accept? Can I pay by credit card? 

In person, the Town of BWG Finance department accepts cash, debit and current or post-dated 
cheques. Payments by debit or cash must be made during office hours, after hours you may use the 
drop slot to drop off a payment by cheque. By mail we accept cheque only. If you wish to pay by credit 
card, this must be done online either through your own financial institution's website or through ePay.
